This, in effect, was the statement of Pr. 
John B. Murphy, made last night, after ex- 
amining hia distinguished patient for the 
fourth time. 

When the surgeon left the sick room in 
Mercy hospital for the night he announced 
that he felt no misgiving in leaving Mm 
solely in the care of the colonel's night nurze, 
Mies Margaret Fitzgerald, with Pr. John F. 
Golden of the hospital staff at hand to keep 
an. eye out for developments. Dr. Scurry L. 
Terrell epent the night in an adjoining room. 


Doctor Predicts a Good Night. 

At 10 p. w., the hour of Dr. Murphy's ge- 
parture, Col. Roosevelt’s temperature regis. 
tered 99.2, his pulee 86, and his respiration 
the doctors said, as 
might be expected. 

“Col. Roosevelt is resting quietly,” Dr. 
Murphy ealé. “He had a small dinner. 
There was less distress in hig breathing.

The system consists in taking the impree 
sion of each new depositor’s finger prints 


the three middle fingers of the right hand.. 
‘This impression is made on the back of the 


filing card kept by the bank. Flak's argu- 
ment is that not two finger prints out of 
7,000,000 are alike, that signatures change 
and finger prints do not. 

When the depositor applies at his-bank to 
draw some money, he is required to make an 
imprint of his three fingers. This avoids 
any danger of forgeries: turning out to be 
successful, the originator says. 

The system has been indorsed by the Ameri- 
can’ Bankers’ association and other smaller 
‘like organizations as the most reliable spaced 
fication. 


First Installed in New York. 

The first bank to install the system was the 
German Savings bank in Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Nine others in that city have installed the 

system. 

Every bank in Albany, N. Y., has taken the 
system.
